Canadian Families Smaller 


Marked DecreasewShown by Census 
Completed in 1922 
Canadian families are growing 
smaller, according to a report dealing 
wh dwellings and families in the Do- 
minion, exclusive of the Yukon and 
North-West Territories, which has 
been compiled by the Dominion Bur- 
eau of Statistics, and is based upon 
the sixth census completed in 1922, 
Not only are.the number of pegsons 
to a family growing smaller when 
compared with returns made for pre- | 
vious decades, but the number of per- 
sons to a house shows a marked de- 


crease. In 1881, the average size of 
a family was 6.33 persons, as against | 
4.62 in 1921. With the exception of | 


Saskatchewan .and Alberia, every 
province shows a decrease in the size 


of the fainily from 1911 to. 1921. 
Spread over -a period, of 40 years, the 
‘Prince Edward Island family shows 


the greatest decline, fatling 1.35, and 
Ontario comes next with a drop of .96. 
In Quebec, there was a slight Increase, 
the average in 1881 being 5.338, and the | 
standing forty years later being 5.34. 

Of the total number of dwellings 
reported in 1921, 84.91 were single 
houses, and &.24 were semi-detached, 
while less than two per cent. were 
classed as apartments. Montreal re-
